The original contract provides air service development expertise to assist the Department of Aviation with developing
and presenting data and marketing strategies to new and existing passenger airlines to expand services in/out of
Austin-Bergstrom International Airport (ABIA).

The proposed amendment will fund costs associated with additional expenses required for new air service opportunities.
The passenger volume in ABIA's service area has grown substantiating such service. The strength of the Central Texas
economy and the core strengths of the ABIA service area (high tech, government, university, etc.) make for solid
fundamentals.
